Students choose 
schools 


Hills, and Rancho — picked new 
schools at some distance away, the 
largest number followed the school 
board’s request to sign up at neigh- 
boring sites. 

And students in the district’s four 
basic schools opening next fall also 
remained close to home. Enrollment 
figures show the majority of students 
were attending the same site this year 
arid only a few transferred from out- 
side. 

Room is still open at the basic 
schools, which reported the following 
enrollment at the end of April: Ford 
304, Mira Vista 418, Sheldon 197, 
and Stewart 246, with an nearly equal 
distribution between all grade levels. 
Each school has a capacity of 446, 

The vote to close schools, prompt- 
ed by declining enrollment and finan- 


cial problems, displaced 792 students. 
To make the transition easier, the 
board agreed to let parents in those 
schools choose any site in the district 
for their children next year if they 
registered in April. 

During the enrollment period, 
Tara Hills drew the largest number of 
new students — 143 from neighboring 
Kerry Hills and two from Rancho. 
Kerry Hills will also send 30 to Shan- 
non next year. 

At Mira Vista, which becomes a 
basic school next fall, 66 students re- 
gistered from the five closed schools, 
26 from El Monte and 33 from Serra, 
both neighbors, and the remainder 
from Balboa and Rancho.

_Mayor Siri opposes toxic waste dump

orth Richmond residents are prepared to fight the 

opening of a “household” hazardous waste storage 

facility on Hensley Street and blame the city and the 
state for not informing residents about the project. 

About 20 North Richmond residents, and other oppo- 
nents including El Cerrito Mayor Jean Siri, attended a 
public hearing in Berkeley Thursday conducted by the state 
health department’s Hazardous Waste Management 
Branch on the application by the J.J. Magana Corp. to 
open a toxic waste facility at 1125 Hensley. 

The plant is intended to store and dispose of toxic 
substances such as garden pesticides, oil cans, and such 
standard household products as paint thinner and drain and 
oven cleaners. It would also accept small quantities of haz- 
ardous waste products from local industries. 

“We believe it will present problems for the communi- 
ty,”’ said Laura Hunter, of the North Richmond Ho- 
Mmeowners and Concerned Citizens Council. “We are al- 
ready surrounded by plants and industry that emit pollu- 
tants.

“It seems like everybody was involved except the com- 
munity,” she said.. “We want to be recognized whenever 
anything is proposed for hazardous waste or toxic sub- 
stances.” : 

The hearing was conducted by Charles White, regional 
administrator of the branch, who said the decision on the 
permit would be made after the public comment period 
ends May 23. He said after the hearing that he expected to 
issue the permit for the facility, and that the state is seeking 
information now on ways the permit conditions could be 
made stronger, or the facility safer, 

White said the only reason a permit would not be is- 
sued was if the hazardous waste agency felt the conditions it 
would impose “would not be sufficient to adequately pro- 
tect the public’s health and safety, and the environment.” 

Speaking on behalf of the project was Bill Wahbeh, 
president of Bay Area Environmental, the company Ma- 
gana will establish to run the new facility. 

Wahbeh said the plant is intended to safely store and 
dispose of household toxics that now end up in the garbage

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Job loss 
increases 


risk of 


suicide

ontra Costa County’s rising 

unemployment rate in 1982 was 

linked to an increase in sui- 
cides, according to statistics released 
by the county Crisis and Suicide In- 
tervention Service. 

In 1981, the report said, over half 
of those who committed suicide were 
employed. In 1982 more than half 
were unemployed. 

The percentage of unemployed 
suicides jumped from 47 to 52 percent 
in that time while the county unem- 
ployment rate went from 5.9 to 8 
percent, 

The overall suicide rate in the 
county also went up from 11.1 to 133 
per 100,000 persons, but the rate has 
been even higher in earlier years. 

There were 90 suicides in 1982, 70 
by men and 20° by: women: Another 
six.deaths were “undetermined acci- 
dent/suicides. 

Violet Smith, executive director, 
said the suicide rate “does seem to be 
linked’ to the economic situation.” 
Unemployment has become a more 
common factor in suicides, she said, 
with a ‘very high proportion” of the 
county cases last year showing some 
link to economic problems. 

“On the line,” she said, crisis in- 
tervention counselors reported an in- 
crease in the number of callers out of 
work. © 

To help alleviate the stress of un- 
employment, she said, the service has 
started a new 24-hour support line for 
unemployed workers. Anyone in this 
situation may call 827-2112 for help.

Speaking for the West Contra Costa Conservation 
League, Siri said “We too do not believe householders will 
take their waste there.” 

_She said it was ‘‘completely ludicrous” to think “‘hou- 
seholders will haul their lube oil cans to North Richmond 
when people don’t want to go there.” 

Although the state permit would prohibit storage of 
explosives at the site, Lillie Mae Jones of the Richmond 
Neighborhood Coordinating Council asked “If you don’t 
have staff to monitor (the plant), how do you know?” 

The project is supported by Richmond Supervisor 
Tom Powers, who sent a letter to the hearing that stated 
the proposed facility “will fit well with Contra Costa Coun- 
ty’s efforts to contain waste.” 

After the meeting, Hunter said she did not know what 
the residents would do next. 

“But we’re going to do something,” she said. ‘‘The city 
of Richmond is our main target. They didn’t do a very good 
job of notifying the community.” 

The property is located’in the Richmond Redevelop- 
ment Agency’s Hensley Industrial Park. The Magana com- 
pany bought the 38,480 square foot parcel, which is zoned 
for heavy industry use, December, 1982, for $1 per square 
foot. 

The public hearing on the land sale was conducted in 
December, 1981. 

Agency real estate chief Tom Jones said at the hearing 
the toxic waste facility would be permitted in the Hensley 
project as long as it conformed to the provisions of the 
Hensley urban renewal plan.

Only one person, Paul David, 
spoke in opposition to a preferential 
parking setup, saying local residents 
have no special right to park on the 
street either and ought to stick to 
their driveways and garages. Other 
people responded that many of the 
garages and driveways are too small 
to accomodate today’s cars. 

The council referred the matter to 
the Traffic and Safety Commission 
and tentatively set a public hearing 
date on the issue for May 23. 


© Approved a reorganization plan 
for the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment abolishing the position of de- 
partment secretary, which has been 
vacant since last year, and incorpora- 
tion most of the secretary’s duties 
into the job description of the de- 
partment’s program coordinator with 
a corresponding increase in salary.

Since the new line started on April 
18, she said, the service has received 
132 calls. Advisors give emotional 
support and advice on where to go for 
help with finances, job opportunities 
or further counseling. 

Nationwide, Smith said, each per- 
centage increase in the unemploy- 
ment rate has been accompanied by 
increases in suicide, depression, alco- 
holism and other stress-related con- 


Contra Costa County statistics 
paralled those throughout the coun- 
try in the predominance of males over 
females, Men aged 20 to 29 were 
most at risk, and men in all age 
ranges (except for those over 80) 
outnumbered women. 

In 1982 two-thirds of the suicides 
were unmarried, up from the previ- 
ous year when 52 percent were single, 
widowed or divorced. Whites showed 
the highest rate in the county. Out of 


90 cases, 85 were white, four black 
and one Hispanic. 

From 1981 to 1982 the county rec- 
ords show an increase in violent 
methods chosen by women compared 
to. past years. Women, however, still 
tend to choose drug overdose most 
frequently while men tend to choose 
gunshots or hanging. 

As in former years, the figures 
show that most suicides in Contra 
Costa County took place in the vic- 


tim’s home or yard, 64 out of 90, and 
for this reason, the report said, family 
members or close friends most often 
discovered the body. 

Depression, medical illness, unem- 
ployment and marital problems were 
the chief factors contributing to sui- 
cide, and a significant number of the 
victims had been drinking or taking 
drugs at the time of death. 

According to the report, 27 had 
blood alcohol levels above the legal 
limit for intoxication and ‘‘many 
others” had been drinking at the 
time. Another 16 had been using 
drugs, not counting those who over- 
dosed. 


The report underscored the need to 
take suicide threats seriously. Out of 
the 90 suicides in the county, 22 had 
made previous attempts and 30 made 
verbal threats, 23 left notes and seven 
acted in ways that showed their intent 
— such as making a will or buying a 
gun. 

Smith said the service received 14,- 
521 calls in 1982, an average of 40 a 
day. Some 8,000 individuals phoned 
in, she said, and of these about 10 
percent were actually suicidal. Most 
of them were depressed.

1 Ib. Orzo 

Boiling water 

2 eggs 

¥% c. milk 

4 T. melted butter 

4 lb. Feta cheese, crumbled 

1 can (6 oz.) tomato paste diluted with 6 oz. water 

Boil pasta for 6 to 8 minutes in the rapidly boiling 
water. Drain and set aside. Beat eggs and milk lightly in a 
large bowl. Add melted butter and blend. Add crumbled 
cheese, tomato paste and Orzo. Mix well, place in a 
greased baking dish, and bake at 300 degrees for 25 mi- 
nutes or until top becomes golden brown.

As for the rest of the meal, the traditional Greek salad 
seems in order here. This is made with any combinatign of 
greens, radishes, cucumber slices, tomato wedges, scal- 
lions, black olives and chunks of feta cheese all tossed in a 
vinaigrette and garnished with minced fresh mint. 

Whether in Germany, Italy, Scandanavia or Greece, 
these goodies by any other name, are still sweet and deli- 


cious. You will recognize them from many other ethnic 
dishes. 


Greek Thiples 
6 eggs 


Juice of 2 lemons 

3c. flour 

1 t. baking powder 

¥, t. salt 

2 T. olive oil 

Powdered cinnamon 

2 c. honey 

1c. water 

Beat eggs until fluffy. Slowly add lemon juice while 
beating. Add sifted flour mixed with the baking powder 
and salt, and knead. Add olive oil and continue to knead 
until dough is stiff and well blended. Add flour if neces- 
sary. 
Roll dough out on a floured board as for a pie crust 
and cut into strips about 3 inches by 1 inch and pinch in to 
center to shape like a bow tie. 

Fry in vegetable oil (375 degrees) for a few minutes 
and drain on paper towels. 

Boil honey and water for about 5: minutes. Place a 
layer of the thiples on a platter and pour hot syrup over 
them and sprinkle with cinnamon. Pyramid layers until all 
the thiples are covered with syrup and cinnamon. Serve hot 
or cold. Yumm.
